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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims that were originally presented for examination were improperly numbered 
according to 37 CFR 1.75(f) such as 1-6, 6b, and 7-20. Misnumbered claims 6b-20 have been 
renumbered in the present application as claims 7-21. 

2. Therefore, claims 1-21 have been presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4 and 19-21, drawn to a server system, computer apparatus and 
computer program product, classified in class 711, subclass 154. 

II. Claims 5-18, drawn to a computing apparatus, classified in class 713, subclass 
324. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 

relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the server system, computer apparatus and computer program product of 
invention I, classified in Class 71 1/SubClass 154, Electrical Computers and Digital Processing 
Systems: Memory Systems, Sub Heading: Control Technique, directed towards the use of a 
memory access control technique in response to a request for access to data storage devices, 
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wherein such use does not require the particulars of the computing apparatus of invention II, 
classified in Class 713/SubClass 324, Electrical Computers and Digital Processing Systems: 
Support Systems, Sub Heading: Computer Power Control by Shutdown of Only Part of a 
System, directed towards a power controller which controls the flow of electrical power to data 
storage devices. The subcombination has separate utility such as the control of power to a 
computing apparatus for start-up, suspend, and hibernation of an operating system of a 
computing apparatus. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
